When information from files originating 
or maintained at Headquarters is dispatched to field 
offices for use in the conduct of local investigations, 
originals are retained at Neadquarters and inquiries 
into such cases can be and are dealt with at Headquarters. 
Information of this kind is in any case never routinely 
given to state or other federal agencies, and 
responsibility for control of its dissemination and use 
remains with the Central Intelligence Agency.
